HISTORICAL SKETCH 


Almost eighty years ago this organization came into ex- 
istence. Its path has not been strewn with roses all the way, 
but it has at all times maintamed a brave and sieadfast witness 
to the faith. During these years of fellowship and service 
the organization made a change from the original location to 
the present site. Two church buildings have been erected and 
a large pipe organ recently installed. A commodious parson- 
age and a garage have also been added to the equipmen:. 
Fifteen ministers have served during this period and eighteen 
elders. In its activity and loyalty the congregation bears the 
stamp of youth, with the enthusiasm and forward look of a 
newly organized mission. 

On July 5, 1839, the First Presbyterian Church in the 
State of Connecticut was organized in Thompsonville with 
eighty-two members. Not long after the new church was 
dedicated an agitation arose on the part of some of the mem- 
bers to introduce instrumental music in the praise service of 
the church. Others, whose Christian training had run along 
different lines, were conscientiously opposed to the movement. 
and steps were taken to eliminate trouble, which resulted im 
the dissenters forming a society of their own. On ‘October 
10, 1845, the new organization was effected with seventy-four 
members and was received by the Associate Reformed Pres- 
bytery of New York, Services were at first conducted in the 
village school house, until the erection of a church building, a 
eut of which we are glad to present on another page. The 
carpet mill authorities co-operated nicely in the new project 
by donating a large lot on Pleasant Street, and Mr. Orrin 
Thompson, whose name the village now hears, contributed the 
hell, that still hangs in the tower, announcing the church 
services. In August, 1846, the building was completed at a 
total cost of $4500. In less than one vear the Society had been 
organized, a pastor had been called and a new church dedicated, 
The Rey. Peter Gordon was the first settled pastor. His 
ministry among the people extended over five years. He was 
considered a most estimable man and did a good work. Dur- 
ing his pastorate one hundred and thirty members were added 
to the church, sixty by certificate and seventy by profession. 

For lack of spice, we are unable to give even the briefest 
notice of the diferent pastors and events which followed thick 
and fast during the years that followed. Ministers were 
scarce, and when one pastorate closed. from one to three and 
five years elapsed hefore another minister was settled, The 
closing of the carpet mill for indelinite periods often brought 
consternation to the litthe flock and made the struggle for 
existence all the more difficult. These struggles, however, but 
served to weld the members into bonds of closer union, and 
by their heroic efforts they stemmed the tide through to better 
days. In 1858 a union was effected between the Associate and 
the Associate Reform Churches. The result of the union was 
the United Presbyterian Church, which name the church has 
heen bearing during these sixty-six years. 





For forty vears this congregation adhered to the original 
principle of no instrumental music in the praise service of the 
church. The maiter was then being agitated in the Pres- 
byteries and the General Assembly voted to make the matter 
optional with the individual congregations. Tt was at thts 
time the problem of instrumental music in the churches prac- 
tically passed out and the instrument was all but universally 
adopted. On July 7, 1886. this congregation voted to introduce 
the instrument and it has been in the service ever since. 


On May 12, 1901, the last service was held in the old 
church. The church site was included in an extension planned 
by the carpet mill, and a new location had to be secured. At a 
congregational meeting, April 29, 1901, a binlding committee 
was appointed, consisting of Mr. Robert Hilditch, Mr. Samuel 
H. Reid, Mr. John H. Frew, Mr. Albert Epstein, Mr. Wm, 
T. Watson and Robert Kelly. In but a litthe more than year’s 
time the present site was purchased and the imposing building 
erected at a total cost of more than $16,000. The present 
generation has fallen heir to a splendid equipment and should 
heartily appreciate the sacrifice made and the difficulties sur- 


mounted in bringing the organization to its present efficiency. 


At present the work is thoroughly organized, with 221 
members on the roll. The departments are all active and in- 
creasingly interested in taking their part of the great task of 
winning the world for Christ. “Christ loved the Church and 
gave Himself for it.” “Arise, shine, for thy light is come and 
the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee.” 





THE SABBATH SCHOOL 


Rev. Peter Gordon, the first pastor of the church, or- 
ganized the Sabbath School. While the attendance has never 
attained into great numbers, still the work has gone steadily 
on, and hundreds of young people have been trained and helped 
upward in its classes and services. 


Twelve recorded names in all have graced the office of 
superintendent. In 1898 Mr, Robert Hilditch was elected to 
the important place and has served with splendid efficiency all 
these twenty-six years. 


At present there are one hundred and thirty enrolled, The 
school is graded and graduates a class out of the primary de- 
partment into the intermediate every year. 


A very good library of several hundred volumes is open 
to all the school, 


There are twenty-three members on the Cradle Roll and 
forty members enrolled in the Home Department. 


The total offerings of the school in 1924 were $525.28, the 
total expense $496.02.

THE CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR SOCIETY 


On April 29, 1888, a group of young people met in the 
church, then located on Pleasant Street, for the purpose of 
organizing a Christian Endeavor Society. The pastor, Rev. 
R, N. Hammond, presented the object of the meeting and 
spoke briefly of the advantages and aims of such an organiza- 
tion. Mr. William T, Watson made a motion that such a 
society be organized and it was so ordered. Thirteen charter 
members signed at this meeting and nineteen associate mem- 
Sers. The officers elected were as follows:

The following year the society joined the Northern Con- 
necticut Christian Endeavor Union, at present known as the 
Enfield Christian Endeavor Union. From the beginning this 
organization has been full of enterprise. The banner offered 
by the Enfield Union has been captured many times on marks 
of interest and efficiency. April 29, 1913, the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the organization was celebrated, at which time 
Miss Isabel L. Alcorn presented in detail the story of the 
work done and the changes that had come among the members. 
Throughout the years a steady interest has been ma‘ntained. 
Friendly contests have been conducted wit good results. 
The society has given a number of plays, which have been well 
received. A stereoptican has been added to our equipment, 
and “Glad Tidings,” a monthly paper, is published with some 
aid from the Sabbath School. An Annual Banquet is an item 
of interest to all the members. In the past two years, besides 
the study of the regular topics in the weekly meeting, a topical 
study has been made of the Book of Genesis and a chapter 
study of the Book of Acts, together with Ruth, Philemon, etc. 


At present there are fifty-one members on the roll. New 
members are gladly received at any time.

No story of the church's care of the voung people would 
be complete without at least a word about the Junior Society, 

March 24, 1895, the Junior Endeavor was organized with 
a membership of thirty-one. To the roll call of the Juniors 
one hundred and five young people respond, many of whom 
are in homes of their own at present and still active in and 
loval to the work of the church.

Mrs. J .W. Wheelock was elected to the office of super- 
intendent and continued in this capacity for twenty-seven 
years. During this period she saw scores of voung people 
grow up and pass into the Senior Society of Christian En- 
deavor.

THE CHOIR 


Much of the continued interest in the public worship has 
leen due to the faithful service rendered by the choir. Mr. 
Robert Hilditch has been the untiring leader for fifty-one 
years, and for thirty-six years Miss Mary Hilditch was the 
faithful organist. They were supported by a number of loyal 
helpers who were willing “To sing forth the honor of His 
name and make His praise glorious.” 


On September 10, 1922, a splendid pipe organ, a cut of 
which can be seen on another page, was dedicated, A host of 
former members joined in the service of worship and praise 
that day. They all seemed truly happy. Sunshine was con- 
tagious. The total cost of the organ was $5573.42. There 
was a balance on hand of $680.01. The people contributed not 
as of necessity, but willingly. The new instrument has 
greatly enhanced the efforts of the choir and added richness to 
the worship and praise in God's House.

This Society was organized in October, 1878, with twenty- 
four members.

The members have been loyal to their name. It has been 
a real Aid Society. As new members came in they were 
trained in the spirit of service, and for forty-six years this 
organization has kept its eyes open to the needs of all depart- 
ments of the Home Church and has raised thousands of dollars 
for the work. The Society assumed a large share in the 
financial obligations of the parsonage and carried the expense 
of the garage in full. Much of the success has been made 
possible by a system of monthly dinners served in the church 
parlors, They have become very popular and much ap- 
preciated by a large constituency. The present membership is 
thirty-four, of whom four were charter nrembers—Miss Jennie 
Harrison, Mrs. Sarah B. Wheelock, Mrs. Jennie Creelman 
and Mrs. Mary A. Hamill. 


Mrs. Jennie Creelman has the distinction of having served 
the Society as president for seven consecutive years, and Mrs. 
Sarah B. Wheelock as secretary and treasurer for almost 
thirty-six years. 


In the earlier days, monthly meetings were held in the 
homes of the members, where sewing was done for the needy 
= i & F 
and supper provided and served by the hostess. 


When the chapel was added to the old church on Pleasant 
Street, suppers similar to those given now were served tor ten 
cents. They were always well attended and the evenings 
spent in a social time. 


The Society worked hard to clear the mortgage from the 
church and parsonage and is now planning to have a cloak- 
room built and possibly have its well equipped kitchen 
enlarged.

They 
first won the championship of the Hartford County Rural 
Volley Ball Team and later on captured the championship of 
the State. 


Two successful banquets have been given by the associa- 
tion. Special mention should be made of the father and son 
banquet, which was duplicated by other organizations in the 
village. 


An athletic atmosphere has been developed, looking to 
the revival of the Y. M. C. A. spirit among the men of the 


town. 


The coming of the older boys’ conference to Thompson- 
ville was strongly encouraged and a number of our members 
contributed largely to its. unqualified success. Some of the 
members are now looking out along the lines of boys’ and 
field work. 


Mr. Aubrey Russell is at present Scoutmaster of a very 
active organization with representatives from four of the 
churches. In the absence of a branch of the Y. M. C. A. 
in town, the physical training side of our life needs some 
attention,
